Bannon subpoenaed by Mueller 


Source says he was ordered to testify as part of probe

WASHINGTON — Steve 
Bannon, President Donald 
Trump’s former chief strat- 
egist, was subpoenaed last 
week by special counsel 
Robert Mueller to testify 
before a grand jury as part 
of the investigation into pos- 
sible links between Trump’s 
associates and Russia, ac- 


cording to a person with 
direct knowledge of the 
matter. 

The move marked the first 
time Mueller is known to 
have used a grand jury sub- 
poena to seek information 
from a member of Trump’s 
inner circle. The special 
counsel’s office has used 
subpoenas before to seek 
information on Trump’s as- 
sociates and their possible 


ties to Russia or other for- 
eign governments. 

The subpoena could be a 
negotiating tactic. Mueller 
is likely to allow Bannon to 
forgo the grand jury appear- 
ance if he agrees to instead 
be questioned by investiga- 
tors in the less formal set- 
ting of the special counsel’s 
offices about ties between 
Trump’s associates and Rus- 
sia and about the president’s 


conduct in office, according 
to the person, who would 
not agree to be named dis- 
cussing the case. But it 
was not clear why Mueller 
treated Bannon differently 
from the dozen administra- 
tion officials who were inter- 
viewed in the final months 
of last year and were never 
served with a subpoena.

Clinic ex-doctor’s twin also accused 


Surgeon ‘horrified’ 
by claims against 
identical brother

Dr. Ryan Williams, a for- 
mer Cleveland Clinic doctor 
placed on administrative 
leave from his job at Ohio 
State University Wexner Med- 
ical Center for investigation of 
previous sexual assault allega- 
tions, says he’s “horrified” by 
similar accusations against 
his identical twin brother. 


Ryan’s twin, Dr. Bryan 
Williams, practiced as an 
anesthesiologist and pain 
Management specialist in 
Maryland until his license 
was permanently revoked 
there last month following 
sexual assault allegations 
from seven patients. 

Ryan, a colorectal sur- 
geon, was recently placed 
on leave from OSU Wexner, 
where he started practicing 
in August after leaving the 
Clinic. Two patients have 
accused Ryan of sexual as- 
sault during examinations 
at the Clinic in 2008 and 
2009, allegations first re- 
ported by USA Today on 


Jan. 5. He has not been 
charged with a crime. 

In both cases, the hospi- 
tal systems that employed 
the Williams brothers at the 
time of the alleged assaults 
stand accused by their pa- 
tients of failing to respond 
in a way that would quickly 
and adequately protect 
other potential victims. 

The 44-year-old brothers 
contest the accusations. 
Ryan told The Plain Dealer 
he is “essentially estranged” 
from his brother and hasn’t 
had any meaningful contact 
with him in at least five 
years. Ryan said his twin 
cut off contact with every- 


one in their family and he 
does not know why. 

Bryan could not be 
reached for comment and 
his lawyers did not respond 
to requests to speak about 
his case. However, in hear- 
ings before the medical 
board, he has denied the 
allegations. 

The Williams brothers 
are identical twins, so sim- 
ilar in appearance “you 
couldn’t tell them apart 
for anything,” according 
to a basketball coach and 
an administrator at their 
Michigan high school.

Nuclear response to 
cyberattacks urged

WASHINGTON — A newly 
drafted United States nu- 
clear strategy that has been 
sent to President Donald 
Trump for approval would 
permit the use of nuclear 
weapons to respond to a 
wide range of devastating 
but non-nuclear attacks on 
American infrastructure, 
including what current and 
former government officials 
described as the most crip- 
pling kind of cyberattacks. 

For decades, U.S. presi- 
dents have threatened “first 
use” of nuclear weapons 
against enemies in only very 
narrow and limited circum- 
stances, such as in response 
to the use of biological 
weapons against the United 
States. But the new docu- 
ment is the first to expand 
that to include attempts to 
destroy wide-reaching infra- 
structure, like a country’s 
power grid or communica- 
tions, that would be most 
vulnerable to cyberweap- 
ons. 

The draft document, 
called the Nuclear Posture 
Review, was written at the 
Pentagon and is being re- 
viewed by the White House. 
Its final release is expected 
in the coming weeks and 
represents a new look at the 
United States’ nuclear strat- 
egy. The draft was first pub- 
lished last week by HuffPost.

Youngstown businessman, 
whose Jan. 7 voluntary de- 
portation was put on hold by 
immigration authorities, was 


jailed Tuesday morning and 


told he would be deported. 
U.S. Rep. Tim Ryan, Dem- 
ocrat of Niles, accompanied 
Amer Othman Adi to immi- 
gration headquarters Tues- 
day morning for what they 
thought would be a routine 
meeting. Instead, Adi, 57, 
was jailed and told he would 


be held until his deportation, 
which was over a dispute 
about the validity of his first 
marriage to an American in 
1979. 

After the divorce from his 
first wife, Adi married an 
American citizen 30 years 
ago. 

“T can’t believe this,” Ryan 
said. “There is no reason 
for this to happen. He was 
ready to go last week and 
was told he could stay while 
his case was reviewed. Now 
he is being held in custody? I 
have been talking to my staff 
in Washington, asking them

to talk to the House of Rep- 
resentatives Judiciary Com- 
mittee about a hearing on 
my ‘private bill’ that would 
allow Adi to stay.” 

In a statement, Ryan said: 
“The arrest of Amer Othman 
is a shameful failure of jus- 
tice. Treating an individual 
with no criminal record who 
poses zero flight risk like an 
animal flies in the face of the 
American values Immigra- 
tion and Customs Enforce- 
ment (ICE) is supposedly 
defending.” 
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
